ADMIRAL SAMPSON'S LAWYER 


AGAIN TTTRNED DOWN. 


WRITES LETTER TO COURT 


SAYS SAMPSON IS BEING IN- 


JURED BY COUNSEL. 


SAMPSON 
NOT INTERESTED 


THAT IS THE DECISION OP THE 


COURT. 


Washington, Oct. 10.—William H. 


Stayton, the New York attorney who 
some time ago asked to be allowed to 
represent Bear Admiral Sampson be- 
fore the Schley court of inquiry and 
whose request was denied by the 
court, today presented the following: 
letter to the court: 


Navy Yard, Washington* Oct. 10* 1301.*- 


To Admiral Dewey, H, S* X,, President 
Naval Court of Inquiry, Washington, I), C.: 
Sir—I am instructed by Read Admiral Samp* 
son to acknowledge for him the receipt of 
your letter of the 27th of Sept, 1901, stati 
ing that the court docs not at this time 
regard him as a party to the case now 
before it, and is, therefore, unable to com- 
ply with his request, that he be permitted 
representation by counsel.

I am further instructed by the ad- 


miral to ask that whenever tho circum- 
stances arrive which entitle him to repre- 
sentation you will permit our admission 
as counsel in his behalf.

nearly every day of the procedure and cue 
or both of us will endeavor to be present 
every day hereafter.

8. 
Tha court's precept states that an 


officer who Is interested may be permitted 
to appear and defend himself, and while we 
fully realize that Admiral Sampson Is not 
a party to the case, as tho court states in 
its letter of the 27th of September, yet no- 
tice has beon given that an effort will bo 
made to deprive 
him of his honors and 


even of his honor and his good name, and 
he Is accused of permitting an enemy's ves- 
sel to lie undisturbed in his presence, and 
all that as a naval officer he holds dear is 
involved, .-,nd we ask you to decide merely 
that ho is "Intercr.ted." 


9. It is true that attacks upon Admiral 


Sampson have been made covertly and under 
the name of argument, but the statements 
have been nevertheless public; they have 
been Riven great currency and they arc 
embodied in the record to remain forever 
on tho flics of tho navy department. It Is 
at least worthy of comment that on every 
occasion in which such an argument has 
been Indulged in, the question at issue at 
the time has been voluntarily withdrawn, 
after full opportunity had been taken 
accusj the admiral. 


10. Were wo alone in our opinion that 


these arguments are improper, we should 
hesitate to make such statements, but'the 
Judicial officer of the court—the judge ad* 
vocate—has repeatedly characterised argu 
jnents as improper. 


11. We of course realize fully that the 


introduction of new issues and now parties 
might bo Improperly used to cumber tho 
record and prolong the trial, but counsel 
are entirely under the control of the court 
and may always be suitably restricted, 


We, therefore, rcQucst that we now bo 


permitted to appear before the court am 
given facilities which will enable us to 
hear the procedure and be present to do 
fend Kear Admiral Sampson when counse 
shall make upon him attacks of the nature 
which they have already deemed proper to 
make.

WITNESSES RECALLED. 


The naval court began at 11 o'clock 


today with the recall of yesterday's 
witnesses for the correction of their 
testimony and the addition of such 
points as might -have suggested 


' themselves , since <theit retirement 


from the witness stand1. These were 
Admiral Taylor, Lieutenant Com- 
mander potts and Lieutenant Bristol. 


They were followed by Lieut. Edward 
P. Leiper, who had (begun his testi- 
mony yesterday, but had not con- 
cluded when the court adjourned for 
the day. 
Lieutenant Leiper was an 


officer on the New Orleans and par- 
ticipated in the bombardment or re- 
connoisance of the Spanish steamer 
Cristobal Colon on May 31, 1898, the 
day before the arrival at Santiago of 
Connnander-in-Chief Sampson. 
He 


was also on the New Orleans when 
that vessel bombarded the Spanish 
shore batteries of Santiago* 
His 


testimony again today dealt with 
those events. 


Lieutenant Leiper -was then excused 


and Lieutenant Bristol called for the 
purpose of correcting his testimony 
of yesterday. 


-"While Lieutenant Bristol was on 


•the stand Mr. Baynar read to him re- 
ports from Capt* B. D* Evans, Capt. 
Henry Glass and Lieutenant Wain* 
wright Kellogg, dated in 1895, say- 
ing that the stadimeter whose ac- 
curacy he had discredited, is reliable 
within its* range* 


OPINION UNCHANGED* 


Judge Advocate Lemley then asked

Laura Jackson, alias Horos, who are 
charged with conspiring to defraud 
women of money and jewelry by for- 
tune telling, was resumed here today 
Laura Jackson, formerly Ann Odelia 
DL-$ de Bar, of New York, made a 
strange appearance. She wore in the 
dock the loose, cream colored decol- 
lette garment, resembling a surplice, 
over which was a pale blue silk robe, 
which she wore when remanded, Sep- 
tember 26. 
Charles W. Mathews, 


senior counsel to the treasury, repre- 
sented the treasury. 
He detailed 


three charges against the prisoners- 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, procuring girls and rape. 
The offenses, said Mr. Mathews, were 
committed by fraud unique in the 
annals of crime. The Horos estab- 
lished a religious sect called "Theo- 
cratic Unity," claimed the attributes 
of Divine power and induced girls 
to misconduct themselves with Theo- 
dore, under the belief that it was a 
necessary part of their religious de- 
votion. 


THE WATCHWOBDS. 


"Poverty, chastity and obedience" 


were the watchwords of "Theocratic 
Unity," which also was called the 
Purity league. 
Chastity, however, 


only applied to married people. 
Neophytes joining the unity were 
obliged to vow secrecy and profess be- 
lief in the divinity of the Horos, both 
of whom, said Mr. Mathews, pos- 
sessed mesmeric power, and especial- 
ly Laura. 


The latter frequently interrupted 


counsel with loud screams of "false." 


A well-bred wowaxn, 23 years of 


age, who, the prosecutors say, is the 
oldest of the many victims of the 
Horos, testified in support of Mr. 
Mathews' statement. 


Evidence in the case was adjourned 


until tomorrow. It is probable that 
there will be many sittings of the po- 
lice court before the case goes to a 
jury. 


EXPECT LIPE SENTENCES.

prisoners will receive life sentences.

Odelia Diss de Bar has been thor- 
oughly established. 


Laura Jackson conducted a vigor- 


ous cross-examination on her own 
and Jackson's behalf.

ATTACKED BY BEBELS. 


Manila, Oct. 10.—A detachment of 


the Twenty-first company of Macca- 
bebees today encountered a large 
force of insurgents near Lipa, prov-

Lieutenant 


Beaver, of .the Maccabebees, was 
killed and one of the force was 
wounded. The enemy was strongly 
entrenched. After two hours' fight- 
ing the Americans retreated to await 
reinforcements. The insurgents num- 
bered over 300, were armed with 
Bemington and Mauser rifles and ap- 
parently had plenty of ammunition. 


Martin, a teacher at Mauban, was 


captured by insurgents while visit- 
ing a neighboring town under an es- 
cort of native police. The next day 
his captors, relenting, tied him in a 
hammock and carried him to a point 
within a mile of the town and re- 
leased him, saying he was a non-com- 
batant.

Neilson then shot himself 
in the 


right temple and died instantly* Mrs. 
Carroll told the police that she did 
not know the man who had shot her, 


"I was awakened," said Mrs. Car- 


roll, "by seeng a man in my room. 
I was much alarmed and cried: 'What 
do you want here?' Without reply 
the intruder drew a revolver and fired 
three times-and then turned and shot 
himself. I do not know him nor can 
I imagine why he should have en- 
tered my rooms." 


Mrs; Carroll's husband is said to 


be a soldier in the Philippines. Neil- 
son lived at 164 Court street, Brook- 
lyn. 


The police found a portrait of Neil- 


son in Mrs. Carroll's room and when 
she was told of this she said she had 
known Neilson for some time, that 
he had paid her much attention and 
had been very jealous recently. 
Neilson was about nf ty~five years of 
age and was at one time a sea cap- 
tain. Mrs. Carroll is about thirty 
years of age. Her father, whose 
name is Kornder, is a dry goods mer- 
chant, with a place of business in 
Brooklyn.

LUTHERAN GENERAL COUNCIL 


Six affidavits, charging the em- 


bezzlement of $500 in each case, are 
now hanging over the head of Will- 
iam Meyer, ex-president of the West- 
ern Association of Professional Base 
Ball Clubs. 
Late yesterday after- 


noon charges were filed by the Day- 
ton and Marion managements, and 
this afternoon Charles J. Strobel, of 
Toledo; I. Mautner, of Fort Wayne, 
and Walter Wilmot, of Grand Bap- 
ids, swore to affidavits before Prose- 
cuting Attorney Einrick charging 
Meyer with embezzlement. 
At 2 


o'clock this afternoon the affidavits 
had not been placed in the hands of 
a justice of the peace, but will be yet 
today. 


At 6 o'clock last evening Mr. Meyer 


gave a bond of $1,500, signed by 
William Kaough, for his appearance 
for examination on the affidavits filed 
by the Columbus, Dayton and Marion 
managements, on October 16, and 
was released by Sheriff Stout, in 
whose custody he had been since 
noon. This afternoon another arrest 
will be made -and another bond will 
have to be furnished. 


Mr. Meyer's shortage is somewhere 


between $4,000 and $5,000, as an ex- 
amination of the books showed. Of 
this amount there should be $3,000 
remaining of the $500 deposit made 
by each club guaranteeing to play 
the season through. 
Wheeling and 


Matthews have no grievance, as they 
allowed their guarantee deposits to 
pay their share of the current ex- 
penses of the league, and did not turn 
in 10 per cent, of the gate receipts. 
There should be $500 forfeited by In- 
dianapolis in the treasury and about 
$1,000 of the 10 per cent of the gate 
receipts. All six of the clubs which 
have money coming have now filed 
affidavits against Meyer. 


In addition to this action, the as- 


sociation will bring suit against his 
bondsmen, Clement Edgerton and 
Gustave Kabus, to recover the amount 
of $1,200, which Mr. Meyer received 
as president, and not as treasurer of 
the association, as it is claimed. The 
bond does not cover the $500 guaran- 
tee deposits.

Tine six colleges have 2,017 


students, of whom 228 are preparing 
for the ministry. The -total endow- 
ment is $221,000 and the value of the 
property $665,000.

160 at the homes of the aged and 
275 patients in the seven hospitals.

PLACES MISS STONE IN DANGER. 


London, Oct. 10.—Referring to the 


report that Turkish and Bulgarian 
troops are surrounding the abductors 
of Miss Stone, the Olobe says that it 
considers that, unless the movement 
is suspended until she is safely out 
of the 'hands of the brigands, there 
will Infallibly be a repetition of the 
tragedy in Greece during the year 
1870, when tord -Muncaster and a 
party rwere captured* (Lord Muncaster 
was released in order to negotiate for 
a ransom of £25,000. Then, as now, 
an attempt was made to surround the 
brigands, with the result that four 
gentlemen of the party were mur* 
dered. 


Lord an'd Lady Muncaster and a 


party of English travelers were seized 
by Greek -brigands -April 11, 1870, 
at Oropos, near Marathon. Lord 
Muncaster and the ladies of the party 
were sent to treat for the £25,000 
demanded as ransom, Vith a "fm 
pardon for the brigands. The latter 
were surrounded by troops and in re- 
treating, April 21, killed Mr, Vinera, 
Mr. Lloyd, Mr. Herbert and Count De 
Boyl. The incident caused, great ex- 
citement, especially as many influen- 
tial persons were charged with con- 
nivance at the brigandage. Several 
of the brigands were killed and seven 
were captured, tried and condemned 
May 23 of the same year. On June 
20, 1870, five of the brigands were 
executed.

' When the age of aerial navigation 
comes there will be no trouble about 
routes and franchises. 


An interurban line with its ter- 


minus more than half a mile from the 
business center is not likely to prove 
a good thing either for road or for 
the city. 


The big oil gushers of the Beau- 


mont field in Texas have begun to 
give out, but the glossy advertise- 
ments of the sure-thing oil companies 
•have not. 
The man who wants to 


take a chance of getting 1,000 per 
cent, on an investment can still have 
the opportunity. 


So long as the present accommoda- 


tions of the white house suit the 
present tenant perhaps it will be just 
as well for the landlord to let its 
cramped proportions remain us they 
are, for the present. Landlords gen- 
erally are not in the habit of mak- 
ing extensive repairs and alterations 
on their property against the wishes 
of their tenants, an:l Uncle Sam will 
probably follow their conservative 
example. 


Mr. Shepard personally is doubtless 


as good a man as Mr. Low. But Mr. 
Shepard is the Tammany candidate 
and Mr. Low is the candidate of all 
the reform elements opposed to Tarn- 
onany.

The report of the death of Abdur 


Rahman Khan, ameer of Afghanis- 
tin, is confirmed. The event is de- 
plored in England, where his govern- 
ment of Afghanistan was regarded 
as generally favorable to the British 
empire. It is true that he frequently 
seemed to lean toward Russia, bu*\ 
on the whole, it is believed that he 
was rather more afraid of aggres- 
sions upon his territory from the 
Russian than from the British side, 
and during his life he did, in fact, 
maintain his country as a strong 
buffer state. 
It remains to be seen 


whether there will be civil war over 
the succession or not. Abdur Rah- 
man named as his successor Habi- 
bullah Khan, his eldest son, but by 
one of the inferior ladies of the 
harem. By his chief wife he leaves a 
son twenty or twenty-one years old, 
whose claims to consideration might 
make trouble, and there are other 
members of the dynasty, represent- 
ing deposed branches, who possibly 
might attempt to gain the throne. 
Until these matters are made clear 
and the character of the new ruler, 
whoever he may be, shall develop, 
Afghanistan will be a source of anx- 
iety at Simla and In Downing street. 


SOLVE THE 'PROBLEM. 


The council has denied the use of 


Harrison street for interurban rail- 
way entrance to the down town busi- 
ness district and thrown the Fcrt 
Wayne and Southwestern company 
back -on its old route over a square 
cf Brackenridge street, along Fulton 
to Pearl and down Peail to Harrison. 
That is an entrance, to be sure, but 
an undesirable one from nearly every 
point c£ view and one that does not 
iu any wise solve the general prob- 
lem of interurban entrance to the 
city. It can hardly be made to serve 
more than one line. 


Mayor Berghoff, the hoard of workn 


and the city council owe it to the city 


take up this problem and seriously 


attempt 
some 
practical 
solution 


of it. 
Fort Wayne cannot give a 


separate right of way to every inter- 
uiban line that is projected into the 
business district 
Some one line of 


track must be made to serve for all 
down town. 
There is no necessity to 


cut up the city with several inde- 
pendent inteurbau lines when one 
general entrance and terminal can be 
made to answer for all. 


Another objection equally potent is 


the embarrassment to the city in the 
effort to get interurban lines that 
must inevitably ensue if every such 
enterprise must run such a gauntlet 
getting a franchise a3 has been the 
experience 
of 
the 
Southwestern. 


They will not come if they have got 
to fight foY every foot of i'txeet grant- 
ed. 
The difficulties of getting ac- 


ceptable routes will -multiply as the 
number of interurban lines is in- 
creased, and a most distressing situa- 
tion will be evolved in good time. 


All this can be avoided and iiuter- 


urban enterprises encouraged to come 
this way if the city itsslf will make 
ssme practical solution of the gen- 
eral problem of interurban entrance. 
The city is entitled to this service 
from the municipal government and 
the council.

CONCRETE MIXER. 


James Rogers, superintendent of 


bridges and buildings on the Nickel 
Plate, has demonstrated the truth- 
fulness of the saying that "necessity 
is the mother of invention," 
Con- 


crete has taken the place of stone and 
mortar in the construction of heavy 
foundations and abutments. Mixing 
the 'concrete lby hand is a slow and 
laborious process* and rigtot her* is 
where Mr. Rogers' inventive genious 
served him well. 
He 
devised R 


"mixer" which is now in successful 
operation in building the foundation 
for the riew coal docks at the west 
yards. 
This mixer is a cone-shaped 


box, 
about eight fe&t long, with two 


wheels, for which it acts as an axle. 
These wheels rest upon, four hand 
car wheels, with stationary bearings, 
and are held in position merely by 
gravitation. 
A pulley and a rope 


connect -the "mixer" with a little 
steam engine and the mixer is thus 
driven around and around, like a flue 
rattler, as it thoroughly mixes the 
crushed stone, water and cement. The 
stone and cement are shoveled into 
the smaller end -of the "mixer" and 
pass out at the large en'd, turning 
over eleven times in the passage. 
From the "mixer" the concrete drops 
into a chute, thence through an im- 
mense funnel 
into wheslbaTrcws. 


Steam for driving the engine is gen- 
erated in a little portable boiler. This 
'mixer" is not only a -great labor 
saver, but it makes better concrete 
than can be made by old methods. 
It 


could be used to advantage in mixing 
concrete for street paving purposes 
were there some way 'by which, it 
could be moved about conveniently. 
Work on the foundation for the coal 
docks is moving rapidly along and 
will soon be completed.
